of the minutes. The like principle 
runs through life. 
We take this suggestion and apply 

It to ordinary farming. There Is per- 
haps not a nook *or corner on the 
plantation but what might be prof- 
itably used for a crop of some kind. 
Thus the corners that are eve sores 
make places that have become sour- 
ces of Income not surpassed by any 
ther parts of the farm. 

In this way ten dollars' worth of 
drain tile has been known to redeem 
a swamp and make It worth hundreds 
of dollars a year ever afterwards. 
A day's work given to straightening 
a water conrse may furnish acres of 
valuable land. 

We have not seen a small farm that 
Industry and Intelligence could not 
make profitable. To do this the own- 
er must give attention to It steadily. 

Plan to set out trees that will grow 
well. Such a thing as transplanting 
a tree that will do otherwise should 
nut be done. Trees are needed by 
both the present and the future and 
they are fitted to be both very use- 
ful and ornamental. Consider well 
the relation of kind to soli. Thus se- 
cure good results and not poor one* 
Thus get the best sort of outcome. 
We often see trees that have been 
set out to thickly. A tree planted to 
make ahade ought to be given plenty 
ot room to spread Its roots and bran- 
ches and do Its work. A tree that 
Is set out purely to make wood cats/ 
well be grown much closer than a 
shade tree; branching beyond what Is 
needed for health Is damagelng to 
the like. 

We are asked what Is the apple 
borer and how It proceeds. The creat- 
ure that does the boring In the stem 
starts with a beetle brown and white 
and about three-forths of an inch 
long. 

The eggs are debited during the 
early part of the summer, in the 
bsrk near the ground. Here the lar- 
vae get hatched, becoming whitish 
grubs, which saw their wa>s Into the 
free or trees perforating in all — 
rectlons and sometimes completely 
girdling the forms occupied.

Trees dying Just about the time an 
orchard Is getting Into good bearing 
are mostly difficult to replace. The 
material needed la the ground has 
rery Ukely betn taken out by the 
growth already there. Then young or- 
chards ought not to be expected to 
come Into bearing specially soon. To 
fruit thus early may properly be ta- 
ken as a sign of disease or Insects. 
The regular growth and bearing are 
to be most appreciated. 

Perhaps the time baa come for ua 
tc pick the pear crop. Here we should 
gather when the early specimens be- 
gin to fall from the trees ten days 
before most of the pesrs are wholly 
ripe. They require to have no dew r 
rain on them and are to be handled 
very carefully. This is the course to 
take to have the pear at its best. 
FERTILIZING WHEAT 
The advisability of using commer- 
cial fertillxers on wheat is born out b 
the following data obtained in exper- 
iments made under the writer's direct- 
ion, and further illustrate the impor- 
tance of supplying soils with vegeta- 
ble matter on which complete fertil- 
izers are used. Ou rather thlu land 
on which cow peas were plowed under 
and an application of nitrate of soda 
at the rate of 7i> pounds and muri- 
ate of potash at the rate of 37 5 
pounds were applied the cost of a bus- 
hel of Increase was 22 cents. On the 
same land treated In like manner an 
application of 150 pounds of acid 
phosphate and 37.5 pounds of muriate 
of potash give a bushel of increase 
at a cost of 16 cents. In these two 
Instances the Increase from the use 
of fertilizers was between 10 and 11 
Lushels per acre. Acid phosphate a- 
lone applied at the rate of 500 i>ounds 
per acre gave a bushel of Increase at 
a cost of 27 cents. We are of the o- 
pinion that practtally the same ln- 
from possibly half the application, 
which would have reduced the cost 
of a bushel of increase quite materi- 
ally. Where a complete fertilizer was 
used at the rate of 300 pounds per 
acre the cost of a bushel or Increase 
was 27 cents. These figures are quoted 
t. 1 show that tertlllzers properly com- 
pounded and used on wheat will In- 
crease the yield quite markedly and 
at a cost that hi profitable to the t.ir- 
mer. Besides that, all the fertilizer 
applied to the wheat crop Is not us- 
ed by It, and there Is a residue left 
In the soil which will put it In bet- 
ter condition for succeeding crops. 

Let us keep In mind the great im- 
portance of aggregate in farming.

Trees of 
this class are not likely to be muc In 
Jured by transplanting and so do 
better than ones that are older. This 
is to be acted on for both farming" 
and gardening. 

We need to rotate our fertilizers. 
This Is not sufflcenlly remembered 
and acted upon. It has been found 
the part of wisdom to put even the 
soil of much manured market gardens 
in what are commonly known as 
green crops occasionlly. Thus a new 
order of things to prevail for a while 
In this way the Insects de|iendlnc 
or. the usual crop get starved and 
imuch fertility Is liberated to meet a 
new need and accumulate and pre- 
I pare .. r the need that Is coming. 

Poultry should be regarded as some- 
times raised for profit and some- 
times for pleasure. One who raises 
them for profit, not fancy, says that 
a well manaped poultry business 
should pay 'one hundred per cent, 
yearly on all capital Invested In the 
business. 

The fine breeds of both plants and 
animals have been made by the prac- 
tice of care and selection. They can 
be unmade by the neglect of looking 
carefully after these conditions. Dis- 
appointment and failure to with the 
want of this proi>er care. 

A hog-raiser In Georgia publishes 
what he says proves with him a 
sure way of curing hog cholera. 
"Heat up some charcnol" he remarks 
aud put It In the trough where the 
hogs are fed. Mix In one tablespoon 
o< spirits of turpentine to every gal- 
lon of slop and pour it In the trough' 
on tba charcoal.' We shall be glad 
to have word about this In the case 
"' such of our readers as give It a 
careful trial It appears to deserve 
this sort of treatment 



For years one of the matters which 
has received the caieful attention of 
the department of agriculture Is food 
adulteration. Who has not heard of 

the old libel on the state of Connect- 
Icut-the wooden nutmeg, but there | 
are worse things than wooden nut- 
megs I'nprlnrlpaled manufacturers 
and dealers for many years hsve re- 
sorted to adulteration of foodstufs to 
Increase profits. In the matter of 
spices, only a short time since the 
food commission of one of the states 
discovered among 60 samples analysed 
more than 30 that were adulterated. 
In peppers, stems and barks were 
ground. In every class of ground 
splee foreign substances were added 
to give weight,, and In numerous 
cases, particularly flavoring extracts, 
the articles supposed to be made 
from pure fruits, were found to be 
synthetlcsl, or entirely artificial, pre- 
parations from coal tar 

These goods were prepared by con- 
cerns that have no regular trade, but 
depend upon agenta to sell goods lor 
tbem to whoever they can. It Is rare- 
ly that a reliable wholesale grocery 
house sells such goods, ss retailers 
mill not knowingly keep them la 
stock, as they cannot be legally sold 
and some officer of the food depart- 
ment of the state is likely to drop in- 
to the store at any time, confiscate 
the goods, and Impose a heavy fine 
on the dealer. 

A short time ago health officers in 
Philadelphia found a number of Ital- 
ians In a cellar putting oil In bottles, 
labeling the same with a foreign- 
looking label. An analysis of the 
oil proved It to be mainly a poor 
puallty of cotton seed oil. and the 
lowest grade of olive. Hundreds of 
cases r,f the stuff were traced to a 
city In the middle west, where It was 
disposed ef under contrart to houses 
who sell direct to consumers through 
agents and by mall. Not alone are 
spires, extracts, olive oil and sim- 
ilar foodstuffs adulterated this way 
but the fraud extends still further 
( heap kinds of fish, such as hake, cat 
flah. ect. are prepared and placed on 
the market as genuine codfish. Toma- 
to catsups are made of a good quality 
of pumpkin and given the right color 
by dye stuffs, and flavored by the, 
use of coal tar extracts Hundreds of 
other srtlcles are "doctored" the same 
if. It Is rarely thst such srtlflclal 
goods find their way Into the bauds 
of regular grocers throughout the 
country, but are disposed of by con- 
cerns who depend upon doing busi- 
ness at points distant from their loca- 
tion, and who seek protection In the 
Interstate commerce law. and who 
seek to dispose of their goods directly 
to the consumers, ss no federal or 
state officer Is likely to call st a pri- 
vate bouse snd make an analysis of 



It seems that neither the national 
or state laws can be so closely ap- 
plied ss to prevent this evil. If the 
mssaes of the people would study Into 
this question the buying of foods 
from others than local dealers who 
are known to be honest, would be the 
result and the dally reports of peo- 
ple being mysteriously poisoned by 
eating some srticle of food would 
not be so numerous

population, it Is pointed out In the 
circular that the Increase In popu- 
lation Blnce 1SK0 Is barely more than 
half the Increase In lumber cut In tl 
same period. Two areas supplying 
timber have already reached and pass- 
ed their maximum production the 
Northeastern States In U70 and the 
Ijike States In 1SH0. Today the South- 
ern State., which cut yellow pine a- 
mountlng to one-third the total an- 
inialal lumlier cut of the county, are 
undoubtedly near their maximum- 
the Pacific States will soon take the 
ascendency. The State of Washing 
ton within a few years has come 
to the front rnnks first of all Indiv- 
idual State* in volume of cut 

At present but "one fifth of the 
total area of the United States Is 
embraced In National Forests. Th 
remaining four fifths have already 
pasaed or are most likely to pas In- 
to private hands. The average age 
of the tree* felled for lumber this 
year Is not less than 150 years. In 
other words. If he Is to secure a sec- 
ond crop of trees of the same .lie. 
the lumberman or private forest ow- 
ner must wait, say, at least one hun- 
dred years for the second crop to 
grow. As a rule, surh long time In- 
vestments as this waiting would In- 
volve do not commend themselves 
to buslnes. men who are accustomed 
to quick return.. Rut the State* and 
the Nation can look much farther 
ahead. The larger, then the area of 
National and State control over wood 
lands, the greater Is the likelihood 
that the forests of the country will 
be kept permanently productive.
